SECTION 1. The Assistance Agreement is hereby amended as 
follows:

Seventeen United States ("U.S.") Dollars ($432,789,817)" and substituting

therefor. 

B. Article 3, Section 3.1(b) is amended by deleting "Four Hundred 
Thirty Two Million Seven Hundred Eighty-Nine Thousand Eight Hundred 
Seventeen United States ("U.S.") Dollars ($432,789,817)" and substituting 
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"Four Hundred Ninety Two Million Two Hundred Eighty-Nine Thousand 
Eight Hundred Seventeen United States ("U.S.") Dollars ($492,289,817)" 
therefor. 

C Annex 1 of the Assistance Agreement is hereby amended by as 
follows: 

a) by deleting the "xiii" immediately before "Cairo 
Initiative Programs" in Section V. Activity Descriptions, and substituting 
"xv" therefore; 

b) by adding two new paragraphs in Section V. Activity 
Descriptions, immediately before "xv) Cairo Initiative Programs", as 
follows: 

" xiii ) Decentralization of Education Program (PEP) : 

The Decentralization of Education Program (DEP) aims to support full-scale 
implementation of educational decentralization in schools, districts, and 
adult literacy programs across Egypt. The DEP will include an evaluation of 
Ministry of Education (MOE) decentralization activities and

accomplishments during the period of 2008 through 201 L Following the 
completion of the evaluation, the findings are expected to be used to 
encourage 1) an expansion of educational decentralization through policy- 
making, 2) the development and implementation of local capacity 
strengthening activities at school and district levels, and 3) the improvement 
in outcomes of student learning. Finally, the decentralization activity will 
support the consolidation and update of the MOE strategy for 
decentralization, as well as contribute to the new design and implementation 
of a decentralized educational system. {Counterpart Ministry: MOE). 

xiv) Professional Development for Educational Leadership (PPEL) : 

The purpose of PDEL is to provide technical assistance for sustained 
improvements in learning outcomes across the Idarra, Mudirreya, and 
Central Education Ministry levels. The assistance will involve three 
principal components: 

1) Teaching Methods : By introducing improvements to subject-matter 
teaching practices and by utilizing technology for instruction in 
collaboration with the Professional Academy of Teachers or similar district- 
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level institutions, technical assistance to school-based training units will be 
provided and the proper application of teaching methods will be increased. 

2) Professional Development Programs : By implementing professional 
development programs in educational leadership for principals, deputies, and 
supervisors at the Idarra and Mudirreya level, improved classroom 
instruction and enhanced management functions will be achieved. 

3) Education Policy Reform : By utilizing the school leaders' trainings to 
form a new system for hiring, training and promoting school leaders, similar 
to the "Teacher's Cadre" framework and by responding to the results of a 
sector-wide education assessment, the environment for leaders to contribute 
to policy reform and decision-making will be strengthened.

c) by deleting the "and (c)" in the third paragraph of Section V. 
Activity Descriptions, (xiii (now xv)) Cairo Initiative Programs, e) Long- 
Term Training Activities and substituting "(c) twinning programs for the 
health and education sectors between Egyptian and U.S. universities; and 
(df therefore. 
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D. Attachment No, LI (Illustrative Financial Plan) to Annex 1 of the 
Assistance Agreement is deleted in its entirety and replaced by the 
Attachment No. LI (Illustrative Financial Plan) attached hereto. 

SECTION 2. Language of Amendment . The Amendment is prepared 
in both English and Arabic. In the event of ambiguity or conflict between 
the two versions, the English language version will prevail. 

SECTION 3. Except as specifically amended or modified herein, the 
Assistance Agreement shall remain in full force and effect in accordance 
with all of its terms. 

SECTION 4. Ratification . The A.R.E. will take all necessary 
action to complete all legal procedures necessary for ratification of this 
Ninth Amendment and will notify US AID of such ratification. 

SECTION 5. Effectiveness . The Amendment shall enter into force 
when signed by both Parties hereto.
